Ex Parte Petition of 
A. L. Lloyd, Adm'r, etc. 


ORDER 


A. L. Lloyd having this day presented to the undersigned Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Lee County, Virginia, in vacation, at his 
office in Big Stone Gap, Virginia, his petition, setting forth that 
he is administrator of the estate of B. H. Lloyd, deceased, who 
departed this life intestate on or about the lst. day of November, 
1901, it being alleged that the death of said Lloyd was caused by 
injuries received by said Lloyd while in the employment of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, a corporation, and caused 
in part by the neglect of the said railroad company, and further 
setting forth that the plaintiff, as administrator of the said 
B. H. Lloyd, deceased, had agreed with the said Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company upon a compr®mise for the claim of the said 
adminisSrator against the said company for said alleged neglect, 
whereby the said railroad company. should pay to the said adminis-— 


trator, for the oy ai of the widow and three infant children of 


the said B. H, | the sum of $1000,00, and said petitioner 
prays the court to ratify and approve the said settlement and com- 
promise, and direct him, the saia administrator, in what proportion 
to make distribution of said sum of money as between the said widow 
and the three infant children}. premises, being considered, it is 
adjudged, ordered and decreed that the said compromise and settle- 
ment of said claim be, and the same is, hereby ratified, approved 
and confirmed, and the petitioner A. L. Lloyd, administrator of 

B. H. Lloyd, deceased, is directed to collect and receive the said 
sum of $1000.00 from said railroad company, in full of his claim 
for damages against the said railroad company for the alleged injury 


and death of the said B. H. Lloyd, deceased. It appearing to the

court that the said infant children are incapable of consenting, 
and that Muxyxi Clara Lloyd, widow of said B. H. Lloyd, deceased, 
has given her consent by a statement in writing, duly executed and 
filed with the petition, and the court deeming it proper, does here- 
vy Pennies.

said infant children are the only parties in interest, and it is 


further adjudged, ordered and decreed, pursuant to Chapter 137 of 
the Code of Virginia, that of the said sum of $1000.00 one-fourth 
thereof shall be paid to the said Clara Lloyd, widow of the said 
B. H. Lloyd, and one-fourth to each of the said infant children, 
but said latter sum shall not be paid by the administrator except 
to a guardian of said infant children when the same shall be duly 
appointed, and shall have given such bond as may be required by law, 
and a receipt of said administrator to said railroad company shall 
pe an acquittance to said railroad company of the claim against it, 
and the receipt of said widow and such guardian when appointed, 
shall be an acquittance to the said A. L. Lloyd, Administrator,
